Vale Bridge 
Under Repair 


Repairs on the Ballardvale 
bridge at Andover street will be 
much more extensive than was at 
first expected. 

The board of public works re 
moved the two top layers of planks 
on the floor of the bridge in order 
to replace decayed timbers on each 
of the outside spans. 

Upon removing the planking 
they found that it will be necessary 
to remove the timbers in all five 
bays rather than just two. The tim- 
bers showed a great deal of decay 
on the top side which could not be 
seen from underneath. 

The bridge will be thoroughly 
retimbered and replanked with new 
material which will be treated with 
a preservative, and all metal work 
will be scraped and repainted, 
There is also some iron work to be 
done on the frames. 

It was expected that the bridge 
would be closed for only three days 
but so much decayed lumber was 
found that it will take several more 
days to complete the work.

The flag is a pale blue, asso- 
ciated with U.N. since the days 
of the SanFrancisco conference, 
which in 1945 wrote the U.N. 
Charter. Centered on the flag 
is the seal of the United Na- 
tions—a map of the world, 
centered on the North Pole 
and wreathed by a pair of 
olive branches. 

The flag was officially ap- 
proved by the U.N. General 
Assembly late in 1947, and has 
been in use by U.N. missions 
in every part of the world. The 
flag was displayed by U.N. mis- 
sions as a recognition sign in 
often dangerous situations in 
Palestine, Indonesia, Greece 
and Kashmir and has been 
seen in Korea since January, 
1948, when the first U.N. rep- 
resentative arrived there.

Motorists who have been bumping over raised manhole covers 

oh on North Main street since last June will be pleased to observe 


that some progress is being made toward the completion of re- 
4 surfacing that stretch of state highway. 

a ‘| It was back in mid-June that employees of the board of pub- 
lic works started raising the covers in preparation for the hot 
top. They finished before the end of the month. 


le i Then after some weeks’ delay, the work of applying the new 
surface started, only to run into trouble the first day when work- 
men had to stand around idle due, it was explained, to some 
breakdown at Peabody where they were getting the material. 


Then the work stopped. Another delay of several days and it 
started again, but progress has been slow, the explanation being 
that material was not arriving fast enough. 


: Meanwhile, motorists were driving over and around the numer- 
ous “‘islands’’ of raised manhole and water box covers all along 
the street, encountering sudden bumps, particularly at night 
time, when a wheel would hit one of the raised covers in the 


dark. 


They have been comparing the progress of the work with 
that on another part of Main street being done under Chapter 
90, the section between the post office and Chapel avenue. 


The board of public works put ‘‘collars’’ on the covers in 
July, and the resurfacing started July 31. It was finished August 
8, in just six working days. On some of the days workmen put 
in over 300 tons a day, and on the record day they put in 465 
tons. 


That part of the highway being done in Shawsheen Village 
is three times as longas the section here in town. 


Judging by past progress, does anvone want to venture a 


guess when it will be finished?

For what purposes? Very 
worthy ones—on paper! Let's 
take, for instance, the Bicycle 
and Motorcycle association. It is 
an organization to safeguard the 
users—and this word is capitalized 
in the document—of such goods. 
Where’s the joker? The members 
agree ‘‘not to dispose of any 
goods....in a manner contrary (0 
that provided in regulations... 
issued by the association.” In 
simple language— not to sell at 
prices not specifically prescribed 
by the manufacturers. 

There are no anti-trust laws in 
Great Britain, and the result is 
that the consumer is really less 
important than a nice steady in- 
come for the fellows who own the 
business.

You may wonder how a manu 
facturer may fix a minimum price 
for an article and force a whole- 
saler or distributor to stick to it. 
Why not buy something similar 
somewhere else? That’s where 
this business. blackmail comes 
in. Trade association members 
take collective action to enforce 
If the distri- 
butor fails to observe the dictated 
price of the product of any one 
producer, then all producers agree 
to withhold supplies. More com- 
monly, the enforcement of resale 
prices is entrusted to a trade 
association including both manu- 
facturers and distributors. They 
usually operate a complicated 
system of rules whereby resale 
Prices are enforced by warnings, 
fines, the denial of supplies, or 
expulsion from the association. 
The sword always hanging over 
a would-be offender is the with- 
holding of all such supplies 
within the entire trade association. 

The manufacturers naturally 
defend their actions. Many seem 
to have convinced themselves 
that in orderto take full advantage 
of the potential demand for an 
article they must cater fora Parti- 
cular price range. They also argue 
that if a nationally advertised 
atticle is sold at varying prices 
In Neighboring shops, the demand 
for it substantially decreases, 
However, the multiple retailers 
ly no means agree with this. 
They claim that the fixing of 
Prices by manufacturers eliminates 
competition and is an improper 
Iterference with distributors’ 
freedom, They feel that it is the 
right of the retailer to assess his 
market and fix his price according- 
ly. But the distributor, large or 
Small, hasn’t much say. 


WDividends Not Permitted 


Manufacturers gO even so far

By such enforceable restric- 
tions the low-cost distributor has 
only two courses left to him. He 
can use his surplus to reduce the 
Prices of articles whose prices 
are not maintained, or he can 
spend it in additional services to 
the conSumer. But such courses 
are objectionable. Where the 
number of price-maintained goods 
is large, then only a fewitems can 
be substantially reduced. And 
secondly, the diversion of con 
petition from prices to services 
can involve useivss waste of ran- 
power to provide service that is 
by no means necessary or desired 
by the consumer. 


Business is a Boycott! 


There isn’t competition in 
Britain. But there’s a boycott 
worked by the manufacturers. 
And it’s perfectly legal. And 
who can be surprised if the con- 
sumer today isn’t really concerned 
about a public monopoly instead 
of a private one. Anyway he looks 
at it he’s being fleeced.

Only six working days were 
required to complete the resurfac- 
ing- of Main street from the post 
otfice to Chapel ave. 

The work was started July 31, 
and with the interruption of one 
day on account of rain, was finish- 
ed Aug. 8. During this time over 
300 tons of material were applied 
daily and on one working day a 
record of 465 tons were put on. 

Progress is being made on 
South Main street from the Shaw- 
sheen bridge to the Lawrence 
line. Manhole covers and water 
gate boxes were raised early in 
June, in preparation for the new 
surface on the street. Motorists 
have had to drive around them and 
over them for the past two months 
while several delays have been 
experienced in getting the material 
to go along faster with the work. 

Meanwhile traffic in this Shaw- 
sheen Village stretch of the state 
highway has been rerouted, first 
by way of Union street and later 
by way of Poor street. The work 
has now progressed from the 
Lawrence line down to the square. 
When this is joined to the re- 
Surfacing done in the past two 
years, Main street will have an 
entire new hot top from the Law- 
rence line to Chapel avenue.
